meant the teaching and development of 
domestic servants. 


Tbe fact waa commented upon that 


the schools of domestic science are not

themselves of the opportunities extend- 
ed. This is due in part to their lack of 
TtnderBtandiBg of the opportunities of- 
fered and partly to the failure of hospi- 
Eala, sanitariums, homes and similar in- 
stitutions to recognize the valtie of 
trained ability and to pay the salaries 
that snch ability demanded. At the pres- 
ent time tho majority of ecch institu- 
tions paid to their matrons wages scarce- 
ly more than those of their servants, no 
matter how much training had been re- 
quired to rjronerls fit them for their du- 
ties. What is wanted, it was contended, 


more general recognition of the 


value of expert female services by those 
in charge of public institutions. 


The report of the corresponding secre- 


tary/Mrs. Alice J. Whitney of Chicago, 
gave a brief history of the organization 
of the association arid an exposition of 
its aims. The organization was founded 
br Mrs. Laura S- Wilkinson in 1891 and 
grew outrof the committee on hoasehold 
economics of the world's congress auxil- 
iary in Chicago.
